"The  national  fall  pig  goal  has  boon  set  at  37  million  head,  18  per  cent 
more  than  the  number  raised  last  fall*     The  hog  support  price  has  boon 
increased  from  the  present  $>12.50  to  $13.00  a  hundredweight,  Chicago  basis, 
for  rood  and  choico  butcher  hogs,  all  xveights  up  to  270  pounds.     The  new 
support  price  will  become  effective  immediately  and  continue  to  September 
1,  1946  —  through  the  period  when  1945  fall  pigs  will  be  marketed." 

"Expected  continuance  of  heavy  demands  for  pork  makes  it  advisable  to 
maintain  hog  production  at  the  highest  possible  level,"  said  Administrator 
Jones  in  discussing  the  price  support  and  goal  announcements.    "As  has 
been  the  case  all  through  the  war  years,  the  1945  fall  pig  production 
goal  calls  for  the  largest  number  for  which  it  is  safe  to  plan  in  view 
of  prospective  feed  supplies.    I  am  confident  our  farmers  will  sot  their 
sights  to  reach  this  new  goal,  continuing  the  record  production  which  has 
meant  so  much  to  the  war  effort."

"Orderly  livestock,  marketing  is  always  good  business,"  the  Socorro  county 
rancher  says.     "Right  now,  in  viev.  of  probable  transportation  .iams  in  the  fall, 
orderly  marketing  is  essential." 

F1CRTLRS  GbT  FIRST  ChLL  ON  19A5  TURXb¥S 

GI  Joes  and  Janes,  Uncle  Sam's  favorite  relatives,  will  eat  turkey  again  this 
year.    A  WFA  order  requiring  100  per  cent  setaside  of  turkeys  from  all  plants  of 
authorized  processors  in  the  turkey  area  is  already  in  effect.    The  turkey  area 
includes  all  V-.estern  states  except  New  a-'exico  and  Arizona. 

Although  military  requirements  will  probably  be  higher  this  year  than  last, 
thore  may  also  be  more  turkey  meat  on  civilian  tables  this  year.    The  reason  is  an 
expected  production  increase  of  about  8,000,000  pounds. 

SHORT-TERM  LhbTS  MOUNT  HIGHER 

Farmers'  short-term  debts  to  commercial  banks  and  government  agencies  increase* 
$3,000,000  between  July  1,  1939,  and  July  1,  194.4.    Vhile  this  20  per  cent  increase 
if-  small  coinoarcd  with  the  iMU  per  cent  rise  in  farmers'  short-term  loans  between 
1914.  and  the  end  of  1920,  U^lA  specialists  believe  that  some  trends  are  developing 
which  may  caus-j  trouble. 

3elieving  that  the  danger  period  is  likely  to  come  during  the  first  two  years 
after  the  war,  agricultural  e conomists  are  advising  farmers  not  to  contract  too 
het vy  short-term  debts  during  this  period.    Credit  obtain-jd  at  a  high  prive  level 
is  hard  to  repay  at  a  lower  one. 

SOIL  >a\D  bhjJ  COitehRVitTlOM 

The  28  cooperators  of  the  Salado  Soil  Conservation  District  have  increased 
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their  beef  production  through  better  management  of  the  range,  according  to  J.  J. 
McPhaulj  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors. 

The  ranchers,  who  operate  on  726,000  acres,  attribute  much  of  their  success  to 
the  adjustment  cf  livestock  numbers  to  thi  forage  supply,  deferred  and  rotation 
grazing,  end  better  distribution  of  animals. 

In  194<V,  SCS  technicians  assisted  them  in  constructing  21  stock  tanks.  3,000 
feet  of  water-spreading  dams,  and  contour  furrows  on  2,500  acres  of  range  land. 
Range  reseeding  was  another  major  project.

New  Mexico's  sc.ven  army  air  fields  have  salvaged  more  than  65  tons  of  clear 
grease  ana  almost  seven  tons  of  trap  grease  during  the  last  six  months. 

Robert  C.  Coppock  of  WFA'r  Office  of  Supply  calls  the  rsccrd  "a  splendid  one. 
All  the  fields  are  carrying  on  a  vigorous  salvage  program  to  provide  the  waste  fat 
needed  so  urgently  in  the  manufacture  of  explosives  and  medicines." 

Rosv.ell  Army  Air  Field  heads  the  list  in  salvaging  clear  grease,  followed  by 
Doming,  Alamogordo,  and  Hobbs.    Alamogordo  is  tops  in  trap  grease  collection. 

U.  U  i^hELa  UJ>a,m  COTTON 

Unless  farmers  produce  more  long  staple  upland  cotton  this  year,  mills  v.ill 
be  forced  to  shift  to  the  more  plentiful  supplies  of  shorter  staple  cotton  before 
the  end  of  the  year.    Although  farmers  produced  more  cotton  last  year  than  in  1943, 
the  proportion  of  long  staple  upland  and  the  grade  index  were  the  lowest  on  record. 
Only  4.2  per  cent  of  the  1944  crop  graded  white  and  extra  white  strict  middling 
end  higher,  as  compared  with  14.7  per  cent  from  the  1943  crop. 

TINPLATL  ftILL  /-.lIQUaTE 

V.FA  has  assured  growers  and  processors  that  adequate  supplies  of  tinplcte  will 
be  available  to  pack  the  large  crops  called  for  in  1945  vegetable  goals.  Acreage 
goals  for  canning  vegetables  are  five  per  cent  larger  than  last  year's  goals  end 
46  per  cent  above  the  1935-39  average. 
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OPk  buTS  CElhliiG  OH  gT&EL  ORUDIS 
Farmers  are  expected  to  be  among  the  principal  purchasers  of  new  find  used  five 
gallon  steel  drums  declared  surplus  by  the  armed  services.    The  OPA  has  just  estab- 
lished dollar-and-cents  ceiling  prices,  ranging  from  55tf  for  used  drums  to  &1.10 
for  new  drums. 

GET  k  HORLE 

Although  the  United  States  has  shipped  some  horse  meat  to  Europe  for  relief 
feeding,  few  horses  are  being  killed  for  consumption  by  civilians. 

In  the  past  tv»o  years,  horse  slaughter  has  more  thrn  doubled  the  pre-war 
average,  reaching  a  record  of  57,000  head  in  194-3.    Most  of  the  horse  meat  goes 
into  feed  for  poultry,  dogs  and  other  pets  and  animals  that  hang  cut  in  zoos.  The 
lav.  requires  the  labeling  of  all  horse  meat  sold  for  human  consumption.

Despite  scarcities  ana  rumors  of  scarcity,  the  War  Food  Administration  con- 
tinues to  point  out  that  1945  meat  production  is  expected  to  be  only  about  ton  per 
cent  less  than  last  year's  record  production.     "This  means  that  farmers  and  rancher 
are  still  doing  a  bang-up  job,"  a  V.FA  official  said. 

THE  SHOhTEeT  LltT^CE  hfigy&Sj  Tt,0  POIMb 

A  reduction  of  44  miles  in  the  distance  that  livestock  had  to  travel  on  the 
Hewitt  Payne  ranch  in  Harding  county  has  been  accomplished  through  construction  of 
a  new  trail  only  a  mile  in  length*    Proper  movement  of  livestock  uo  and  down  the 
trail,  which  was  built  in  cooperation  with  the  Ute  Creek  Soil  Conservation  District 
is  now  assured  for  Mr.  Payne  and  several  neighboring  ranchers.

In  comparison  with  pre-war  price  levels,  wool  and  lambs  are  selling  for  less 
money  than  farm  oroducts  in  general.    V.ool  prices  increased  much  more  rapidly  durin 
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the  early  war  yccr?  than  the  prices  of  all  farm  products  combined;  by  1942  wool 
prices  were  66  p^r  cent  rbove  the  pre-war  avert  g^,  compared  with       percent  for  all 
faro  products.    By  1944,  however,  the  combined  prices  were  82  per  cent  rbove  the 
pre-v\ar  level,  compared  to  71  ->er  cent  for  v.ool.
